Plan to Start Now to Look 
After Interests of Future 
Veterans of This War 


As w'ill be noted by the advertising 
columns of this paper, the Vulcan 
branch of the Canadian Legion has 
launched a drive for funds to assist in 
the nation-wide effort to raise half-a- 
million dollars for educational and 
personal services to members of the 
Canadian Active Service Force. 

It is particularly fitting that this 
very necessary work should be under¬ 
taken by the Legion, which organiza¬ 
tion has been entrusted with looking 
after the problems of the veterans of 
the last war and which is conversant 
with the difficulties and needs, both 
present and future. The membership 
of the/fiegion is made up of men who 
fought through the last war and un¬ 
derstand very fully that difficult sub¬ 
ject of the transition of the soldier to 
the citizen—from military to civil life. 
Because of the urgency, the necessity 
of a guiding body, the Legion has been 
given a mandate by the government 
to provide the machinery for educat¬ 
ing the men and better fitting them 
for that time when they once again 
become civilians. In this undertaking, 
the Canadian Legion War Services 
have enlisted the co-operation of the 
Canadian Association for Adult Edu¬ 
cation. This means that the Canadian 
Legion commands the facilities of all 
of cLadix Universities. _ 

MaV soldiers are now moving over¬ 
seas and the work which the Legion’s 
educational helpers do voluntarily in 
Canada must now be extended abroad. 
This takes money, as do the other fac¬ 
tors in organizing education on a large 
seal;—books, stationery and the like.

JT is quite possible that the provincial contest may 
split into three or four parties in many ridings, thus 
resulting in a government whcih may not after all rep¬ 
resent the majority of the'voters of the province. The 
outcome of an election does not always represent “the 
will of the majority of the people.” 

Whatever party may be elected to legislate for Al¬ 
berta in coming years, it is certain that the great pro¬ 
portion of the people are agreed on one point, regard¬ 
less of political bias. They want a reduction in taxa¬ 
tion. This reduction could be assured if the supporters 
of every party made it a major condition of their sup¬ 
port. 

It is probably safe to say that the majority of the 
people also want a well defined clear policy in respect 
to public and private debt. They would ask some mod¬ 
erate course, that would not offer loopholes through 
which the dishonest might escape from obligations, but 
would protect the honest debtor from unfair exploita¬ 
tion and pressure. : 

Whatever government^/romes into power it is un¬ 
doubtedly the wish of the people that no change be 
made in the R.C.M.P. service and that the existing po¬ 
licing system be continued. ' 

There is the. general belief that the revenue from 
automobile license's and gas taxes, which amounts to 
almost $5,000,000 gross rvenue, should be definitely ear¬ 
marked for highways. This policy has been consistent¬ 
ly fought by different governments, but might be secur¬ 
ed if it were made a condition of support of a candidate. 

Many people, striving to keep an open mind on the 
question of large school units, are of the opinion that 
after a five-year test, these will have proved themselves 
for good or ill, and that after such a testing period, a 
vote should be taken amongst the taxpayers to deter¬ 
mine the continuance or otherwise. 

Of concern to all responsible citizens is the necessity 
for reduced expenditures in almost every department of 
government operation. Only in this way can reduction 
in taxation be realized. With dominion taxation in¬ 
creased, and likely to increase further, for war purposes, 
any provincial government which may be elected must 
institute measures of economy, ih place of riotous 
spending.

It is important only as indicating what sort 
of stuff he thinks necessary to give his own people, and is 
interesting to us only as furnishing a contrast to what he 
said on other occasions. He had to revise his book when he 
lined up with Moscow, and now he must delete several pas¬ 
sages in which he spoke well of Britain. The passages 
condemning France were embarrassing to him when he was 
trying to drive a wedge between Britain and France.-Those 
passages will now remain. He sneers at Chamberlain's bi- 
ble-carrying, but there is a prayer in it that has been an¬ 
swered “O, that mine enemy would write a book!” For 
somei time it was said that he carried out religiously all he 
had written in “Mein Kampf-” He must wish now he had 
never written it.

r PHE Dominion Elections Act of 1938 has the foflow- 

x ing requirements for a voter in the federal elec¬ 
tion: He must be 21 years of age on or before the pi l¬ 
ling day; British subject by birth or naturalization; or¬ 
dinarily resident in the dominion twelve months immed¬ 
iately preceding polling day.Tind resident in the elector¬ 
al district at the date of issue of the writ for the elec¬ 
tion. 

Every person is a British subject who (a) is bom in 
any of His Majesty’s Dominions or on a British ship, no 
matter what was the nationality of his or her parents; 
(b) was born elsewhere of a father who, at the time of 
the child’s birth, was a British subject; (c) or has been 
personally naturalized under the Imperial Naturaliza¬ 
tion Act in Canada or in other of the Dominions; (d) or 
has had his name included in certificate of naturaliza¬ 
tion granted a parent under the same Act; (e) is the 
child of a person naturalized in Canada before Jan. 1, 
1918, other than under the Imperial Naturalization Act, 
and was a minor and a resident of Canada at the time of 
the naturalization of the parents. 

A woman becomes a British subject if she has married 
a man who at date of marriage was born or naturalized 
British subject. Or if she married a man who was alien 
at time of marriage, but became naturalized prior to Jan. 
15, 1932. If a woman marries an alien who becomes 
nturalized after Jan. 16, 1932, she may acquire citizen¬ 
ship by registering a declaration that she desires to ac¬ 
quire British nationality. 

There are several ways in which British nationality 
may he lost. An individual may become naturalized in 
another country;, or if naturalized here may have the 
certificate of naturalization cancelled. A woman who 
has before Jan. 15, 1982, married a man who at date of 
%marriage was not a British subject loses her citizenship. 
A woman who after Jan. 15, 1932 marries an alien has 
by virtue of the marriage acquired her husband’s nation¬ 
ality. A woman whose husband has ceased to he a Brit¬ 
ish subject, may register a declaration that she desires 
to retain her British nationality. Otherwise she acquires 
her husband’s change of allegiant-e.
